U.S. Fleet Leaves Coast April 16 
On Exercises and Fleet Problem 


Climaxing a year’s training, the United 
States Fleet under command of Admiral 
Arthur J. Hepburn will leave its Pacifie 
Coast bases April 16 on Fleet Problem 
XVITI. 

About 60,000 officers and men, 152 ships 
of all types and 500 airplanes will take 
part in the war game to be held in the 
Pacific Coast-Alaska-Hawaii area during 
April and May. These annual maneuvers 
are normally held either in this location, 


in the Caribbean Sea, in the Pacific 
Ocean off the Panama Canal. 
Units based at San Diego and San 


Pedro will join in the exercises. En route 
to Hawaii, fleet tactics will be held and 
upon arrival off Hawaii, a joint exercise 
will be conducted with the Army. Forces 
of the Army and Navy usually stationed 
at Pearl Harbor will combine in opposing 
an attempt by the Fleet to capture the 
Islands. 

Destroyers and submarines will enter 
Pearl Harbor for refueling and pro 
visioning when this phase of the Problem 
is completed. Several ships will go to 


Hilo and the battleships and heavy 
cruisers to Lahaina Roads. Then all 
ships will be fueled and preparations 


made for the next phase of the Problem. 

Divided into two major forces, Black 
and White, the fleet will then undertake 
the second phase of the maneuvers. Ad 
miral Claude C, Bloch, commander, Bat 
tle Force, will be in command of the 
Black Fleet which will defend the Ha 
waiian Islands, while the White Fleet, 
under command of Vice Admiral William 


Tarrant, commander, Scouting Force, 
will attack. Admiral Hepburn, Com 
mander-in-Chief of the U. S. Fleet, 


aboard the flagship Pennsylvania will act 
as Chief Umpire. The two forces will 
leave Hawaiian waters May 3 or 4, ae 
cording to present plans, for initial posi 
tions from which the second phase will 
be begun. A major engagement between 
these two forces is expected to take 
place and the problem will be concluded 
May 11. 

With the completion of Fleet Problem 
XVIII, the Fleet will concentrate in 
Pearl Harbor, the Navy’s major base in 
the Hawaiian Islands.

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Guard, Army, Navy Reserves’ 
Pensions Discussed in Congress 
Three developments featured the hear 

ing before the House Pension Committee, 

April 5, on the Gasque bill making reserve 

components of the Army, Navy and Ma 

rine Corps eligible for service connected 
disability pensions. They were: 

Representatives of the National Guard 
declared that they believed they could se 
eure assurance from the President that 
he would not veto the measure if the 
Guard was included in its benefits, mem 
bers of the committee indicating they 
would oppose amendment of the bill to 
this end unless Administration approval 
is assured. 

Several members of the committee 
served notice that they desire to pass the 
measure in a form to give pensionable 
status to Reservists undergoing training 
without pay. 

A Navy Department representative re 
vealed that while the Navy would favor 
inclusion of the Naval and Marine Corps 
Reserve in the bill if the right to U. 8S. 
Employees Compensation was continued 
with an option to accept either pension 
or the compensation, it would oppose giv 
ing pensionable status for personnel dis 
abled by illness as distinguished from in 
jury. 

Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, adjutant 
general of Maryland, was the principal 
witness on behalf of the National Guard. 
Ile, as chairman of the legislative com 
mittee of the National Guard Associa 
tion, Brig. Gen. S. Gardner Waller, ad 
jutant general of Virginia, president of 
the Association and Brig. Gen. J. Van B. 
Metz, adjutant general of North Caro 
lina, representing the Adjutants General 
Association, urged that the Gasque bill, 
Hit 2887, be amended to give its benefits 
to officers and men of the National 
Guard, who are disabled while attending 
summer camps or armory drills. 

Declaring that the National Guard 
status bill of 1933 created the National 
Guard of the United States as a Federal 
component comparable to the Officers Re 
serve Corps, General Reckord contended 
that the Guard believed it should have 
the same rights as the Reserves, Legisla 
tive proposals such as the present one, he 
stated, “tend to pull the Reserve and the 
National Guard apart.”

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Navy Report Publicity 
Asked by Congressman 


Revealing that he had received a “de- 
luge” of letters from persons both in and 
out of the service commending his atti- 
tude in presenting a resolution suspend- 
ing navy selection boards, Representa- 
tive J. William Ditter yesterday an- 
nounced that he is writing Secretary of 
the Navy Swanson asking that the Gen- 
eral Board's report on personnel be made 
public. 

The Pennsylvanian is contident the se- 
lection problem will be opened up for a 
thorough review at this session of Con- 
gress und sees the Navy Department's 
resistance to new personnel legislation as 
weakening. With Senator David L 
Walsh, chairman of the Senate Naval 
Committee, known to be favorable and a 
widening public interest in the problem, 
the prospects of action are considered 
brighter than at any time since the Gen- 
eral Board's report was suppressed back 
in January. 

“T have literally been flooded with let- 
ters in the past two weeks not only from 
the officers affected by the resolution but 
also from people in civil life,” Mr, Ditter 
said yesterday. “In them selection is 
coming in for an honest-to-goodness pan- 
ning. Many of those coming from 
civilians take the stand that the public 

the taxpaying public-—-is concerned 
with the matter because the money for 
support of the navy is going for the main- 
tenance of a system for which, as at 
present constituted, there is no rime or 
reason, instead of for the furtherance of 
National Defense. 

“In one of the letters there was an ob- 
servation to the effect that at present the 
accepted theory in all lines of govern- 
ment operation is that the more money 
we spend the more wisdom we show, that 
there is a mania for spending, that it is 
essential to progress and well being, and 
that saving is in the discard. But, the 
writer continued, there will inevitably be 
a backswing of the pendulum, bringing 
u strong demand for economy, and 
when there is, one of the most vulnerable 
groups will be the group of men involun- 
tarily retired as the result of selection 
boards operations. These men have been 
given a sop today, he said, but later they 
find they have nothing at all in the way 
of pension or pay. 

“That is sound. Experience has shown 
us that there is bound to be such a cycle 
in government spending and when the 
swing back comes an abrupt halt will be 
called. It is unfair, in my mind, to place 
these officers in such a jeopardous posi- 
tion in the net too distant future.” 

Congressman Ditter said that there 
was a strong demand for publication of 
the General Board's report, expressed in 
the letters. Many of them could not 
understand why it should not be given 
out, he said, adding that he himself felt 
that it should be released. 

“If it were made public,” Mr. Ditter 
said, “I believe that the naval establish- 
ment would remove the cloud of suspicion 
that prevails at present as the result of 
the secrecy policy. There are certain

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Scenes in the Spanish Civil War are rapidly shifting. Thousands of Italian 
soldiers who have been fighting on the side of the fascist rebels against the loyalists 
have failed in their mission. France has warned the League of Nations that she 
would be forced to act if Italy continued to send troops to the aid of the Spanish 
rebels. In the following newspaper editorials, editors devote a great deal of space to 
Mussolini's part in the war. 


“That the agreement to halt the influx of foreign soldiers, both professional 
and adventurer, into Spain has become a farce and been flouted at every turn by 
the principal dictators, especially Mussolini, is an avowed fact,” states the Columbus, 
Ohio, Dispatch. “When success crowned Italian arms in the insurgent assault on 
Malaga the Mussolini press hailed it as though it were a national victory. It was 
ominously quiet about the fiasco on the Guadalajara front where government troops 
hurled back the fascist legions. To clinch the matter are the worlds of Count Dino 
Grande, who has boasted that no Italian volunteer will be withdrawn from Spain 
until General Franco is victor. 

“Apparently Il Duce is willing to see the war of extermination go on in Spain 
until that unhappy nation becomes a fascist state owing its allegiance virtually to him. 
He is even willing to continue a conflagration which may engulf Europe to realize this 
ambition.” 


“There is no longer any doubt what Mussolini thinks about the failure 
Italian ‘volunteers’ to wind up the struggle in Spain,” says the Wilmington, Del., 
News. “tle regards it as raising a grave crisis that may require additional Italian 
intervention to maintain Fascist prestige. And the proof lies in the new accord 
that has been signed between Italy and Yugoslavia. 

“For in this agreement Italy has made truly extraordinary concessions to the 
nation which lies along its exposed Adriatic flank, * * * 

“What he (Mussolini) has gained by this move is freedom to concentrate his 
attention on Spain and to decide whether to give up intervention as a bad job or to 
throw fresh regiments of Italian troops into the conflict. 

“What he will do is another question. 
treaty of amity which is merely a part of Italy’s preparation for possible war. Musso- 
lini is safeguarding one flank so that he can be free to attack on the other side.” 


The Houston, Tex., Post thinks that “the real explanation for the failure of the

Demand Selection Publicity 
(Continued from First Page) 
this matter is very different. It is a per- 
sonal problem.” 

There is considerable thought among 
members of the House naval committee 
for consideration of the Ditter resolution 
and they were instrumental this week in 
having it sent to the Navy Department 
for report. Under the committee's rules 
no legislation can be taken up until the 
Department has submitted recommenda- 
tions. As soon as this report is received 
there will be a demand for hearings by 
Representatives Ditter, Maas, Scott and 
others interested. And if there is any at- 
tempt to withhold the report so as to let 
the measure die in the Department, mem- 
bers declare they will force action after 
a reasonable time, 

Officers in Washington have been inter- 
ested during the past week in analyzing 
the action of the Line selections boards 
during the past year, the-results of the 
lust of which were announced, April 2. 

The Naval Academy class of 1980 was 
up this year for the first of the five bar- 
riers in the Navy promotion ladder, Fif- 
teen members of the group had been 
selected the year before, but the re- 
mainder were “under the guns.” When 
the findings of the board were given out, 
it was found that they had selected nine 
out of ten of those considered for the first 
time. Four officers previously passed over, 
two from the Class of "27 and two from 
"20 had been “picked up” and recom- 
mended for advancement. A total of 252 
members of '30 had been selected, and 
the board had gone in the Class of ’81 for 
14 officers. 

The next hurdle proved a much more 
difficult one. This year the Class of 192¢ 
came up before the board. But instead 
of nine out of ten receiving promotion, 
only two out of three went up. With in- 
structions to select 187 lieutenants for ad- 
vancement to lientenant commander, the 
board named 17 officers from the hun- 
dreds who were previously passed over, 
selecting six from the Class of '20, two 
from ’21 and nine from ’22, none of the 
non-Naval Academy graduates—ex-en- 
listed men or ex-reservists who entered 
during the World War—heing chosen. 
And then going practically through the 
class of '23, it selected 64% of those not 





previously considered, advancing 170

from among 264 of the officers. 

The remaining one-third of the class, 
originally carefully chosen from among 
hundreds of applicants and subjected to 
a careful weeding out process during 
Naval Academy days, will remain in the 
grade of lieutenant for another seven 
years, still eligible for selection but not 
for voluntary retirement. Then at ages 
ranging from 42 to 46 years they will be 
retired on about two thousand dollars a 
year retired pay. 

The Naval Academy classes which 
graduated in 1917 were up for selection 
from lieutenant commander to com- 
mander, The commanders board met in 
January and with instructions to select 
only 118 of those considered, promoted 
slightly less than two out of three of those 
considered for the first time. 

As the result of the action of the senior 
selection board which met in January, 
just about half of the commanders who 
graduated from the Naval Academy about 
28 years ago and who survived, will be 
promoted to captain. 

Of the captains of the Naval Academy 
class of 1904, up this year, about one 
out of three were selected for flag rank. 

Figures presented to the House Appro- 
priations Committee several weeks ago by 
Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, USN, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy 
Department, bear out the fact that the 
present year’s selections form a fairly 
accurate picture as to future prospects. 
Taking a normal Naval Academy class, 
Admiral Andrews traced their prospec- 
tive course, under present laws and pre- 
dicted strengths, as follows: 

“Suppose we take 416 officers graduat- 
ing from the Naval Academy. At the end 
of 7 years by reason of those going into 
the Staff Corps, physical surveys, and so 
forth, the 416 would be reduced to 361. 
When these officers go up for selection 


from the grade of lieutenant (junior 
grade) to that of lieutenant, the 361 


would be reduced to 297. In going through 
the grade of lieutenant for 7 years, the 
natural attrition would bring that 297 
down to 258. The selection from lieuten- 
ant to lieutenant commander would bring 
that number from 258 to 154. Natural 
attrition in the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander for 7 years would reduce that 
number from 154 to 134. In the selection 
from lieutenant commander to com- 
mander that 134 would be decreased to

Authorize Foreign Medals 

As legislation authorizing the 
ceptance of foreign decorations by a 
number of officers and enlisted men of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps was 
being passed by Congress, a special sub- 
committee of the Touse Naval Com- 
mittee decided this week to continue for 
the time heing the policy of permitting 
the acceptance of such awards. 

The House, April 5, passed S. 1455, a 
hill submitted by the Navy Department 
to authorize specified Navy and Marine 
Corps officers to accept medals awarded 
to them by foreign nations, and amended 
it on motion from the floor to include 
like authority for a number of Army 
officers. The following day the Senate 
accepted the House amendment and the 
measure was sent to the President for 
signature. 

During consideration of the bill by 
the House Naval Committee, a number 
of members objected to the practice of 
authorizing acceptance of such medals, 
especially those awarded to naval at- 
taches, and a subcommittee was ap- 
pointed to consider the committee’s long- 
standing policy of approving acceptance 
of such awards. The subcommittee, at 
a meeting this week decided to recom- 
mend that nothing be done at the pres- 
ent time in the matter but that the mat- 
ter possibly be given a thorough review 
at some time in the future. 

As amended the bill passed this week 
nuthorizes the following officers to ac- 
cept foreign medals:

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Army Blue Uniforms 

Regulations pertaining to the special 
evening dress and blue mess uniforms, 
and the blue cape were embodied in Cir- 
cular No. 7 and promulgated by The Ad- 
jutant General of the Army this week, 
pending revision of AR 600-35, Dee. 31, 
1926, and AR 600-40, June 22, 1931. 

Following is the text of the new regula- 
tions : 

1. General.—a. Special evening dress and 
blue mess uniforms and blue capes are 
adopted for optional wear by all officers and 
contract surgeons except as provided in b and 
c below. 

pb. All articles of uniform for wear by the 
General of the Armies, the Chief of Staff, 
former Chiefs of Staff, and other officers of 
the grade of general are such as each may pre- 
scribe for himself, except insignia of grade. 

ce. All officers and contract surgeons are 
authorized to provide themselves with the 
new uniforms at their option. All special 
evening dresses and blue mess uniforms and 
blue capes purchased after the receipt of this 
circular, except as, provided in b above, and 
in paragraph 5, AR 600-40, will conform to 
the specifications contained herein. Existing 
special evening dress and blue mess uniforms 
and capes as formerly prescribed in SR 41 
and 42 may be worn until no longer service- 
able, except that after July 1, 1937, they will 
not be worn unless modified to conform to 
the standard ornamentation prescribed herein.

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Service Pay Legislation 

Representative Byron N. Seott, D. of 
Calif., has been conferring with Chatr- 
man Carl Vinson of the Naval Committee 
and Representative Patrick Boland, a 
member of the committee and Democratic 
whip of the House, in regard to initiating 
consideration of Navy pay legislation, he 
said yesterday. 

Full support of his plan for the naval 
committee to hold hearings on three Navy 
pay bills—-one for commissioned oflicers, 
one for warrant officers and one for en- 
listed men—has been promised by Con- 
gressman Boland. The latter has a bill 
to inerease the pay of warrant oflicers 
and Mr. Scott one for the enlisted ranks, 
Hlowever, Chairman Vinson, Mr. Scott 
says, does not want to open the matter 
at this time, believing that such legisla- 
tion would have little chance at present. 

With several members of Congress in- 
terested in the Navy pay situation, no one 
has come forward as yet with an Army 
pay bill. However, it is certain that if 
the Service pay question is seriously con- 
sidered, it will be for all of the armed 
services and not one of them separately, 
Representative A, N. Phillips, D. of Conn., 
who last week proposed that a joint com- 
mittee be formed to study the armed ser- 
vice pay situation, plans to discuss the 
matter with other interested members of 
Congress before taking any action to- 
ward this end, he said yesterday. Mr. 
Phillips said that he had received a letter 
from a retired colonel who asked that the 
retired list be included in any pay bill 
he might sponsor. He stated that he op- 
posed the suggestion, declaring that he 
did not believe that the retired list should 
receive the benefit of any increased pay 
for the Services,

Affairs, with the rank of Brigadier Gen- 
eral—Col. Charles Burnett, Cav., at 
present commanding the Sixth Cavalry, 
Ft. Oglethorpe, Ga., to succeed Brig. 
Gen. Creed I’, Cox, whose term of office 
expires on May 23, 1937, 

General Herron who has been appointed 
major general of the line is a native of 
Crawfordsville, Ind., and was graduated 
from the United States Military Academy 
in the class of 1899. He served in the 
infantry until the World War and in the 
field artillery during and subsequent to 
the War. He saw active field service in 
the Philippine Insurrection, participating 
in numerous engagements. 

During the World War he commanded 
the 313th Field Artillery in France and 
later served on the General Staff at the 
Headquarters of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces and also as Assistant 
Chief of Staff of the Ist Division and as 
Chief of Staff of the 78th Division. Sub- 
sequent to the War he served on the War 
Department General Staff and later as 
Mxecutive for Reserve Affairs in the Office 
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of the Chief of Staff. He has been in 
command of the Sixth Corps Area with 
headquarters at Chicago since last De- 
cember. He is a graduate of the Infantry- 
Cavalry School, the Field Artillery 
School, the Army Staff College and the 
Army War College. He is on the General 
Staff Corps Eligible List. For his services 
in the Meuse-Argonne Offensive he was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal 
by the United States. He was also 
awarded the decoration of the French 
Legion of Honor. 


Colonel Wilson was born in Nashville, 
Tenn., and was graduated from the Mili- 
tary Academy in 1902. His service has 
been in the field artillery and coast artil- 
lery. During the World War, as «1 mem- 
ber of the General Staff, he organized and 
administered the important cable service, 
having charge for the War Department 
of communications to and from the A. E. 
F. For this service he was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal. He is a 
graduate of the Coast Artillery School 
and the Army War College and is on the 
General Staff Corps Eligible List. 

Colonel Baker is a native of Chester, 
Pa., and entered the military service dur- 
ing the War with Spain as a noncommis- 
sioned officer of the 6th Pennsylvania In- 
fantry. He joined the Regular Army as a 
second lieutenant of Coast Artillery in 
1901. During the World War he served 
for a time as Ordnance Officer of the 88th 
Division and subsequently was on duty in 
the Embarkation Service at Washington. 
He has been in the Chemical Warfare 
Service since 1920. He is a graduate of 
the Coast Artillery School, Chemical War- 
fare School, Command and General Staff 
School, the Army Industrial College and 
the Army War College. He is on the 
General Staff Corps Eligible List. For 
his World War Service he was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal. 

Colonel Burnett was born in Concord, 
Tenn., and was graduated from the Mili- 
tury Academy in 1901, when he was com- 
missioned in the Cavalry. He served in 
the Philippines during the insurrection. 
Subsequently, he served for a time as 
Aide to General Pershing. Colonel Bur- 
nett is an expert on Far Eastern affairs, 
having served for approximately twelve 
years in Japan, as a student of the Japan- 
ese language and as Military Attache. He 
speaks Japanese fluently. During the 
World War he served in France as As- 
sistant Chief of Staff of the 30th Division, 
participating in the Somme and Ypres- 
Lys Offensives. He was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal by the United 
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States and the Order of the Rising Sun 
by Japan. Subsequent to the World War 
Colonel Burnett served two tours as Mili- 
tary Attache in Japan and for four years 
was in charge of the Military Attache 
Section of the War Department General 
Staff in Washington. Colonel Burnett 
was on duty in Tokio during the devastat- 
ing earthquake of 1923 and saved the life 
of the American Ambassador, the Hon.

Army Day Observed 


Sponsored by the Military Order of the 
World War, the tenth annual observance 
of Army Day was celebrated Tuesday, 
April 6, 1937. However, in New York City 
the celebration will be held today. 

In Washington, President Roosevelt 
and Secretary of War Harry H. Wood- 
ring reviewed the large parade Tuesday. 
Governors, mayors and other ranking of- 
ficials throughout the United States is- 
sued proclamations for the observance of 
Army Day, the twentieth anniversary of 
the United States’ entry into the World 
War. 

With Maj. Gen. Frank R. MeCoy, USA, 
Commanding General of the Second 
Corps Area at Governors fsland, leading 
the Army Day Parade down Fifth Ave- 
nue as Grand Marshal, the Regular Army 

comprising the parade’s First Section 

-will be represented today by 80 officers 
and 1,571: troops, assembled from six 
forts in the Metropolitan Area. 

Speaking at the Army Day dinner in 
Washington, Secretary Woodring, said 
that the United States is not participat- 
ing in a mad armament race. “On the 
contrary,” he said, “we are only taking 
tardy action toward remedying some of 
the more glaring weaknesses in our na- 
tional defenses.” 


Payment of Death Gratuity 


Ruling on a claim made by Mrs. Joseph- 
ine P. Kyle, in the amount of $2,025, 
covering payment of the six months’ 
death gratuity in the case of the late Maj. 
Paul M. N. Kyle, MC, USA, the Acting 
Comptroller General this week held: 

Six months’ death gratuity under act of 
December 17, 1919, 41 Stat. 367, may not be 
allowed the alleged widow of a deceased Army 
officer on the basis of a decree of a State court, 
subsequent to the death of the officer, pur- 
porting to vacate a former decree of divorce 
a vinculo matrimonii, which under its own 
terms and the statutes of the State had be- 
come final and had been so accepted and acted 
on by the parties, in the absence of satis- 
factory evidence that the court had jurisdic- 
tion of the cause and all interested parties 
to vacate the former decree. 

The ruling concluded that it was “with- 
out prejudice to the right of a duly ac- 
credited guardian of the infant son or 
sons of Major Kyle to submit a claim 
for the amount involved.”

Broadcast Eclipse 


A series of fourteen broadcasts to and 
from the National Geographic Society- 
U. S. Navy 1937 Total Helipse Expedi- 
tion in the South Seas was announced 
this week by the National Broadcasting 
Company. The magic of radio will be 
used by NBC to break down the barriers 
of isolation for the scientists and broad- 
casters who will be exiled for weeks on 
a tiny, uninhabited South Pacifie island.

Authority for widows of officers and 
enlisted men of the Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard to make purchases from 
Navy commissaries was granted by Con- 
gress this week. A Navy Department 
sponsored bill extending the commissary 
privileges to widows and also to members 
of the U. S. Foreign Service on foreign 
stations, was approved by both the Sen- 
ate and House and sent to the President 
for signature. 


Flag Rank for Chaplain Chief 


A bill establishing the rank of rear 
admiral, upper half, for the officer in 
charge of the Chaplains Division, Bureau 
of Navigation, Navy Department, was in- 
troduced in the House this week. 

The measure, HR 6212, introduced by 
Representative Stack, D., of Pa., would 
give the Head of the C thaplains Division 
the rank and pay of a Navy Department 
bureau chief. 








Limit Naval Aircraft Factory 

The construction of airplanes or air- 
plane engines other than experimental in 
the Naval Aircraft Factory, Philadelphia, 
Pa., would be prohibited under the terms 
of a bill introduced m the House this 








week by Representative Maas. 

Legislation passed by Congress three 
years ago requires the Navy to construct 
one tenth of its aircraft at the Philadel- 
phia factory with a view to making such 
Government construction a “yardstick” 
for private building costs.

Marine Officers Win Case 


Forty-one officers of the Marine Corps 
were awarded a total of $26,327.32 for 
commutation of quarters while on duty 
in China, in decisions handed down this 
week by the United States Court of 
Claims. Payment of this commutation 
had been denied by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral. 

Forty of the claims were handled to- 
gether in one decision, at the conclusion 
of which the Court of Claims added a 
memorandum commenting on the fallure 
of the Comptroller General to pay the 
claims, thus forcing the officers to take 
the cases to the Court of Claims “al- 
though the law has long been settled that 
they are entitled to the allowances 
claimed.” 

“These several cases,” the Court stated 
in the memorandum, “have been sub- 
mitted to the court without oral argument 
with the understanding that they will 
follow and be controlled by the decision 
of the court in R. J. Bartholomew v. 
United States, No. M-239, which is this 
day announced, the facts in the Bartholo- 
mew case being identical with the facts 
in these cases. The decision in the Bar- 
tholomew case follows our decision in 
R. L. Montague v. United States, 79 C. 
(ls. 624, in which the legal question here 
involved is fully discussed. The defendant 
aecepted the decision in the Montague 
case as a correct interpretation of the law 
and made no application to the Supreme 
Court for certiorari. The General Ac- 
counting Office, however, has not seen fit 
to settle the claims here presented on the 
basis of the Montague decision. The re- 
spective plaintiffs in these suits have 
therefore been compelled to prosecute 
their claims to a final judgment in this 
court, although the law has long been 
settled that they are entitled to the allow- 
ances claimed.”

Report Navy Oil Bill 


The Senate Naval Committee favor- 
ably reported this week the Naval Oil 
I’reserves bill, which has been before 


Congress in various forms for the past 
eight or ten years. 

Under the terms of the bill, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy would be authorized 
to acquire by condemnation or by ex- 
change lands adjacent to the Naval oil 
reservations so as to consolidate naval 
holdings. At present the Navy owns 
“checkerboard” tracts in several oil 
fields, and the bill is to enable the De- 
partment to trade some of its holdings 
for nearby commercial lands in order 
that private operators cannot force the 
Navy to pipe its oil by starting opera- 
tion in adjoining wells. 

A number of amendments were added 
to the bill by the committee, requiring 
an annual report to Congress of action 
taken under the authority of the mea- 
sure and otherwise making safeguards 
against any mis-use of the authority 
granted. 





Approve West Coast Air Base 

stablishment of a naval air station 
on San Francisco Bay occupying Benton 
Kield, recently transferred to the Navy 
from the Army and the tract at Alameda, 
originally authorized as the site of the 
base, was approved by the Senate Na- 
val Affairs Committee this week. 

last year Congress authorized the ac- 
ceptance of a tract of land from the City 
of Alameda and the construction thereon 
of a $15,000,000 air station. Since then 
the Navy has secured the adjoining 
Benton Field and wishes .to build the 
base on the combined tracts. Some diffi- 
culty has arisen as to securing title to 
the Alameda donation and the Navy 
wishes to go ahead with the project, lo- 
cating the first installments to be ef- 
fected on Benton Field. 

Rear Adm, Arthur B. Cook, Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, told the 
committee that use of the combined site 
would be advantageous to the Navy in 
that it would permit a saving of $2,500,- 
OOO in that the additional area will 
obviate necessity for considerable filling 
in of land now under water and that this 
sum could be spent to provide barrack 
and messing facilities for an additional 
1000 men, an additional land plane 
hangar, a recreational building, quarters 
for 50 additional bachelor officers and a 
pier and quay walls for berthing car- 
riers, and still provide a saving of $500,- 
OOO under the original fifteen million 
dollar cost. 

An air station on San Francisco Bay 
is urgently needed, Admiral Cook de- 
clared, because of serious congestion at 








the San Diego base when the three air- 
craft carriers are in port. When the 
Enterprise, Yorktown and Wasp join the 
Fleet, he said, they cannot operate from 
San Diego and the Departmental plans 
call for them to be assigned to the San 
Francisco Bay base. 





Navy Favors Federal Courts 

legislition authorizing the transfer of 
suits filed against naval personnel for 
acts performed “under the color of their 
office or status,” from State to Federal 
courts, was approved by the Senate Na- 
val Affairs Committee this week. 

The committee favorably reported a 
Navy Department sponsored bill to this 
effect (S. 1751) after giving approval to 
a bill making naval prisoners whose en- 
listments have expired subject to trial 
by naval courts-martial. 

Comdr. Thomas L. Gatch, USN, As- 
sistant Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy, appeared before the committee 
in support of the two bills, April 7. He 
told the group that at present there is

confusion as to the law applying to of. 
ficial acts of naval personnel in view 
of differing decisions of State courts 
Commander Gatch pointed out that ip 
a case filed in the California courts 
against the then Commandant of the 
Mare Island Navy Yard, Admiral Wash. 
ington, it was held that the Govern. 
ment chauffeur and not Admiral Wash. 
ington was liable for damages resulting 
from an accident which occurred while 
he was being driven on Government 
business, while in a similar District of 
Columbia case, Capt. Joel Boone, (MC), 
USN, was held liable, and in a Virginia 
case against Admiral Burrage, the 
whole case was thrown out of court. 
Asking authority for the Navy to 
punish prisoners in naval hospitals 
while still in confinement but after re- 
ceiving a discharge or their enlistment 
has expired, Commander Gatch revealed 
that cases have arisen whereby prisoners 
conspiring to break jail have escaped 
punishment because only some of them 
could be dealt with by naval authori- 
ties, and that it was considered not fair 
to punish some and let others go free.

THE SACRIFICE OF ABLE AND eflicient officers to the Moloch of the Naval 
Selection System still goes on. In our news columns this week, we publish an analysis 
of the findings of Selection Boards which have met during the present fiscal year. 
The total thus revealed is near enough to the expectation furnished to the House 
Naval Committee by Rear Admiral Andrews, Chief of Navigation, to justify the esti- 
mates for the years up to 1944, which he also submitted. These estimates forecast for 
the years 1988-44 the nonselection of 1,239 line officers and 241 staff officers, a total 
of 1,480. So far as the line is concerned the number doomed for retirement is only 
171 less than the increase of the strength, 1,410, which the Navy Department is seek- 
ing in order to take care of the needs of the ships under construction. Hard headed 
members of Congress, who have called our attention to this comparison, reasonably 
ask why it is deemed necessary to retire admittedly fit and experienced officers and 
supplant them with officers who also may suffer from the action of Selection Boards? 
They do not regard as suflicient the answer that eliminations are essential for the 
maintenance of the flow of promotion, which the Navy Department has fixed upon. 
Here, they say, the Navy wants more officers, and yet is retiring men it knows are 
good, and, they conclude, the thing doesn’t make sense. Hence the suggestion of the 
louse Appropriations Committee to reduce the number of Academy appointments, 
and especially important its notice to the Naval Committee that that committee take 
account of its responsibility, and make an investigation of the entire personnel situa- 
tion, Representative Vinson, of Georgia, Upon whom this responsibility particularly 
rests by virtue of the chairmanship he holds, is obeying the instructions of the Navy 
Department and refusing to institute an inquiry. Thereby he is joining with the 
Department in experimenting with the lives and careers of naval officers, as dis- 
closed by the language of the Secretary of the Navy in a letter to the Editor of Tie 
ARMY AND Navy JourNAL: “* * Tam of the opinion that more time should be given 
to ascertain the effects of the present laws governing promotion.” From all parts of 
the country we are receiving letters advocating action by the Naval Committee and 
the publication of the General Board’s report, which the Department continues to 
keep under seal of secrecy. It is likely that civilian organizations like the patriotic 
Air Defense League, with members in various parts of the Union, will follow the 
example of the League and urge their Senators and Congressmen to act so as to 
remove injustice from Naval promotion. Some members of the American Legion are 
noting that World War veterans in the estimates made by Rear Admiral Andrews, are 
due for elimination in large numbers becinning with 1941. 'n order to avert the 
criticism which inevitably will develop and be harmful to the interes’s of the Navy, 
we again plead with the Navy Department to join with Mr. Vinson in making public 
the report of the General Board and arrange for such legislative corrections as will 
be des'rable in the interest of naval morale and efficiency. 


CONTRIBUTING IN A LARGE measvre to the smooth operation of the military 
machine in peace and war are the manifold duties performed by The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department of the Army. Few in the service, much less the general public, real- 
ize the scope and amount of functions entrusted by law to The Adivtant General of 
the Army. It is through his department that the Secretary of War and the Chief 
of Staff sperk to the service. All orders, instructions, and rerulations are recorded, 
authenticated, and communicated to the service by The Adjutant General All cor- 
respondence concerning the military service goes through his office, which also 
handles the publication and distribution of regulations, manuals, and miscellaneous 
documents. In the AG archives are preserved the records of the permanent military 
establishment for the constant information of the public and governmental activities, 
particularly in the authentication of pension claims. A vital duty is the handling 
of matters concerning the education and recreation of the soldiers, including the A rmy 
motion picture service, The government and control of the United States Disciplinary 
Varracks also comes within the Adjutant General's dvties, as does the recruiting of 
the highest type of personnel for the regular Army and the procuring of candidates 
for the CMTC. The operating functions of procurement, assignment, promotion, 
transfer, retirement, and discharge of all officers and enlisted men of the Army is 
another charge It is a high tribute to the efliciency of the Department that its duties 
are so performed that one seldom even hears of them. Yet its functions are such

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


General Pershing Returns—Washington was pleased to greet General John J. 
Pershing, general of the armies, who returned to his office at the War Department 
this week. The General's duties keep kim so engaged that his opportunities to be in 
Washington are few and infrequent. At this time he will be here only for a short 
period, for he will sail April 28 for London where he will serve as a member of 
the American Mission to the coronation of King George. General Pershing’s friends 
were pleased to find him in excellent health after his stay in the West. 

Many compliments were heard on an article by the General, distributed by the 
North American Newspaper Alliance, Inc., for publication in daily newspapers of 
April 6—the anniversary of our entrance into the World War. In that article, after 
reviewing the part America played in the conflict, the General said: 

“Again, war clouds hang over unhappy Europe. Naturally, people everywhere 
fear another world war. Ever-increasing armaments and frequent warlike gestures 
intensify the danger of an explosion. Yet no one in his right mind can contemplate 
another world war without almost losing hope for the future of civilization. 

“The immensity of the devastation of the last war—material, moral and spiritual 
—ought to prove a powerful deterrent, and, in view of the more terrible consequences 
of another catastrophe, only a madman would think of plunging his people into war. 

“On this twentieth anniversary of our entry into the maelstrom of war it is 
more than ever our duty to strive continuously for permanent peace. We should 
seek, us we have been doing earnestly for years, to settle disputes by amicable means, 
and to rid the world of the crushing armaments that fear is providing. But until this 
condition is established, and in order to maintain and uphold the principles of liberty, 
right and justice, we ourselves must be prepared and ready against the day when 
they again may be threatened.” 














Policy on Navy Major Ship Commands—The officers in the fleet are discussing with 
intense interest, an important modification of Navy Department policy with regard to 
the duration of the cruise of senior captains in command of the battleships and 
heavy cruisers in the fleet. It now appears that the former policy that gave these 
captains a command cruise of eighteen months,—in some cases this has been extended 
to two years,—has been changed. This deduction appears to follow from the issuance 
of Bureau of Navigation orders in recent months to three senior captains, now serving 
in command of major units: Capt. William R. Furlong, commanding the West Vir- 
ginia; Capt. Laurence N. MeNair, commanding the Tennessee; and Capt. Henry K. 
Hewitt, commanding the Indianapolis. The effect of the orders to these officers is to 
end their command cruise after only twelve months. All three assumed command of 
their respective ships in June, 1936 and they are to be relieved of their commands in 
June or July, 1987. It has been noted in the cases of each of these captains, that their 
sea duty in the fleet is not terminated by their orders; all three have been transferred 
to staff duty afloat, Captain Hewittt, going to the staff of Adm. J. K. Taussig ; Captain 
Furlong to the staff of the Commander in Chief; and Captain McNair to the staff of 
Adm. William 8S. Pye. 

In the cases of Captains Furlong and McNair, the fleet personnel has commented 
on the fact that these captains are currently serving in command of their second 
major ship in the fleet. Both of these oflicers were placed in command of light cruisers 
during their previous cruise in the fleet. For a number of years, prior to 1936, it had 
been Departmental policy to limit senior captains to one major command cruise. 
Indications that this policy has been modified are seen in orders recently issued to the 
following captains: Leigh Noyes, to command the Saratoga, and William O. Spears, 
to command the West Virginia. Both have had cruises in command of light cruisers. 

In evaluating these considerations in the light of the action of future selection 
boards, an examination of the Navy Register indicates the likelihood that some of 
the captains at or near the top of the captains list will be considered for selection who 
have had but one major command cruise and that, in some instances, in command of 
a light cruiser, 

While there always has been a majority opinion in the fleet to the effect that 
command duty in the fleet is of supreme importance in preparation for advancement 
to flag rank, this opinion is now tending to give way in part to a realization of the 
value that accrues to a captain who divides his cruise between a ship command and 
ah important staff assignment or a destroyer squadron command. This viewpoint 
takes into consideration the steadily increasing complexity of the duties and responsi- 
bilities that devolve on the flag officers in command of the major divisions of the fleet. 
The nature of these has become such that a diversity of duty at sea to be performed 
by senior captains is an essential preparation for rounding out the required experience 
of captains, prior to advancement. 

It has ever been the Department's policy to adjust the duration of the command 
eruise of senior captains to the end that all might have an equal opportunity in this 
respect. In the working out of this basic policy, it has been found necessary during 
the past twenty years to limit command cruises to an average of one year and four 
months, this in order that all, in accordance with rank, should have a big ship com- 
mand cruise prior to being considered for advancement to flag rank. Few of the 
senior captains, up to within the last two years, could be given a longer average cruise 
than 16 months, this being made necessary on account of the smaller number of billets 
in the fleet for senior captains. 

It now appears that earlier considerations with respect to the number of sea 
billets afloat for senior captains have been most beneficially modified and that in the 
future, all senior captains will be enabled to serve two full years afloat, one year in a 
big ship command and the second year in a fleet staff position or in command of a 
destroyer or submarine squadron. There appears to be much satisfaction on this 
account, since a diversity of duty afloat for senior captains will give all an oppor- 
tunity to round out their experience, prior to being considered for advancement to 
flag rank. 

In connection with the Department’s policy discussed above, it has been noted 
that Capt. Ferdinand L. Reichmuth, now approaching the end of a year at sea on the 
staff of Admiral Kalbfus in command of battleship divisions, has been ordered to 
assume command of the Mississippi. The fleet is expecting that Capt. Roland M. 
Brainard, now commencing a cruise on the staff of Admiral Block, will a year hence, 
be ordered to command one of the battleships. 


Naval Aviation Activities—According an announcement by Vice Admiral Frederick 
J. Horne, commanding aircraft, battle force, the flying personnel now serving in the 
carriers, battleships, and cruisers of the fleet are to be assembled at the Naval Air 
Station, San Diego, about June 4, to undergo three months flight maneuvers designed 
to promote flying efficiency in group formations, including sectional, squadron, and 
wing maneuvers with all classifications of aircraft. Problems, involving tactical and 
strategical dispositions with aircraft will be worked out. It has also been announced 
that 250 planes will take off from the carriers, Ranger, Lexington, and Saratoga when

the fleet is making the entrance to San Francisco Bay May 28, for the dedication of the 
Golden Gate Bridge. 


Adm. Arthur J. Hepburn, according to an announcement in west coast newg. 
papers, has made known that plans have been perfected for a massed flight of six 
naval planes from the Naval Air Station to Honolulu within the next few weeks, 


San Diego has made known that tentative plans are being worked out for q 
massed flight of 12 new naval observation planes from that port to the fleet air base, 
Coco Solo. If these plans are carried out, the flight will be the longest massed flight 
in naval history. Lt. Comdr. Robert W. Morse is thought to have been named to 
command the projected flight. 


Continuation of the CCC—Considerable discussion was aroused in Washington again 
this week regarding the future administration of the Civilian Conservation Corps 
as the result of President Roosevelt's message to Congress on April 5, recommending 
legislation making the corps permanent. In it the President recommended a strength 
of 300,000 youths and war veterans together with 10,000 Indians and 5,000 enrollees 
in the territories and insular possessions, but he made no suggestions regarding the 
organizational set-up. 


It is generally believed that, although there may be opposition, that it is planned 
to retain the present set-up in its general aspects. Bills were introduced on April 6 
and 7 by Representative Connery in the House and by Senator Black in the Senate, 
Both bills provide for a director at $12,000 a year who shall have “complete and final 
authority in the functioning of the Corps, including the allotment of funds to eo 
operating Federal departments and agencies.” Both bills provide for turning per- 
sonnel now engaged in ECW work over to the new set-up and giving them a ciyil 
service status. It is specified, however, that the civil service provisions “shall not 
apply to reserve officers on active duty with the corps.” Further, the bills state that 
“The President may order Reserve Officers of the Army and oflicers of the Naval 
and Marine Reserves to active duty with the corps under the provisions of section 
37a of the National Defense Act and the Act of Feb. 28, 1925, respectively.” 


A number of so-called “youth organizations” appealed to the President this week to 
divorce the War Department from the CCC. Their grievance apparently was based 
on the failure of the War Department to aid “Champion of Youth” to distribute 
its publication in the CCC Camps. The President was shown an order issued by Maj. 
Gen. Albert J. Bowley, commanding the Third Corps Area, stating: 


“Attention is invited,” the order said, “to the fact that the Champion of Youth, 
a publication containing much propaganda intended to promote disloyalty in the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, is being circulated gratuitousiy. It is directed that this 
information be brought personally to the attention of all company commanders and 
of all camp educational advisers.” 


It seems that the publication would send copies in bulk to camp commanders 
and ask that they be distributed to the boys. The commanders usually refused to 
accept the packages, while in one instance, in Arkansas, the boys themselves made 
bon-fires of them. The publication publishes such items as the following: “Camp 
Reno has 160 enrollees and rotten food. Result: 100 walk out on a strike. Make it 
100 per cent next time, boys.” It advocates the right to organize, union wages for 
boys who drive trucks and other such duties. A recent issue carried an article by 
Angelo Herndon, a negro who was convicted by a state court of subversive activities 
and whose appeal is now pending before the Supreme Court. 


The War Department does not bar any publication accepted by the Post Office 
but they refuse to distribute them freely or to use them in its educational work. 


Army Bandleader Legislation-——Proper recognition by the Army of the profession of 
music by the enactment of legislation granting commissioned status to Army band- 
leaders will be sought at the present session of Congress. Representative J. Joseph 
Smith, I). of Conn., has introduced a bill in the House, HR 2259, providing for the 
appointment of all physically qualified warrant bandleaders as “Bandleaders” with 
commissioned rank up to major. Under the terms of the bill all active bandleader 
service as chief musician, master sergeant and warrant would count, with bandleaders 
having ten or more years’ service being commissioned as captains, those with three 
to ten years’ service, first lieutenant, and less than three years’ service, second lieu- 
tenant. In addition there would be a Chief Bandmaster with rank of major. Pro- 
ponents of the measure point out that the United States is practically the only Nation 
in the World which does not give commissioned rank to its Army bandleaders. Eng- 
land, France, Germany, Italy, Spain, Canada, Mexico, the countries of South America, 
Norway and Sweden have commissioned bandmasters. Legislation similar to the 
Smith bill has been before Congress in prior sessions, and in 1928 was passed by both 
the Senate and House, but on recommendation of the War Department was vetoed by 
the President. While the War Department will probably oppose the present measure, 
Representative Smith plans to ask the House Military Committee, of which he is a 
member to consider the measure and believes if it is presented to them the committee 
and the Congress will see the merit of the measure and insist on its passage. 


Benefits for Enlisted Men—From the number of inquiries on the subject there 
seems to be a lack of understanding as to the privileges of enlisted men of the Army 
regarding the securing of government insurance. In some instances there is a belief 
that unless the policy is secured on original enlistment the right to it is forever lost. 
As a matter of fact an enlisted man is entitled to take out such a policy if he makes 
application within 120 days of his original enlistment or within a like period after 
any subsequent reenlistment. He may secure a policy in any multiple of $500 up to 
a maximum of $10,000. Furthermore there is no additional premium for engaging in 
military aviation. The necessary application blanks may be obtained from command- 
ing officers or direct from the Veterans Administration. 


Naval Selections—Naval aviators and officers who have had post graduate engineer 
ing courses fared better than officers who have not had special training, figures com 
piled from the Junior Selection Board report reveal. 

Of the 77 post graduate engineers considered for the first time, 64 were recom: 
mended for promotion, while 43 out of the 50 aviators not previously considered 
were recommended for promotion to the grade of Lieutenant Commander. On the 
other hand only 40 out of the 62 officers qualified to command submarines were 
recommended for promotion to that grade.

In common with the other professions, 
the military service loses annually much 
of the knowledge obtained by its members 
through a lifetime of education, applica- 
tion, experience and training. Each in- 
dividual who attains the top of his pro- 
fession contributes steadily and im- 
measurably to it during his active career. 
To preserve for others some of the view- 
points and conclusions reached by him 
through experience and contemplation is 
the function of professional literature. 

In “The United States Army in War 
and Peace,” Colonel Spaulding is passing 
on to others and to those to come a ring- 
ing story of the inception, growth and de- 
velopment of our military service. It is 
a story the facts of which have been col- 
lected from authentic sources, mar- 
shalled, interpreted, and _ interrelated 
by one who is living in one of the most 
stirring phases of his own story.

The Federal Trade Commission 
week served upon General Electric Co., 
pg ey Electric & Manufacturing 
Co., Elliott Co, and Allis-Chalmers Manu- 
fac turing Co. an order to cease and desist 
from entering into or maintaining any 
conspiracy to fix and maintain uniform 
delivered prices in the sale of turbine 
generators and from selling turbine gen- 
erators by agreement upon uniform per- 
formance guarantees. The order directs 
the respondents to cease and desist from 
engaging in the following acts in further- 

ance of any such conspiracy: 

Selling turbine generators upon uniform 
performance guarantees where the guaran- 
tees are not based upon actual performance. 

From using the pricing sheets of any of 
the companies as the pricing sheets of any 
of the others. 

From submitting uniform bids. 

The order, however, does not prohibit the 
exchange of scientific information, if not used 
for unlawful price fixing. 

The order was predicated upon a com- 
plaint of the Commission charging a price 
fixing conspiracy in the sale of turbine 
generators, the purchasers of which are 
chiefly the Federal Government, state 
governments, municipal governments, and 
public utilities, and upon the answers of 
the companies admitting, for the purpose 
of the proceeding, only, the said con- 
spiracy and the ¢ ‘ommission’ s finding that 
the conspiracy had been entered into.

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Pensions for Guard and Reserves 
(Continucd from First Page) 

Representative Melvin J. Maas, R of 
Minn., crossed swords several times with 
Reckord on the question of 
amending the bill to include the Guard. 

“I would like to see the National Guard 
included in the bill,” declared Mr. Maas, 
“But apparently the President will veto 
the bill, just as he did last year, if its 
penefits are extended to the Guard while 
in State service. We should take care of 
the Reserves, and not deny them the pen- 
sion by trying to bring in the Guard too. 
The Reserves are Federal troops and 
train as Federal troops. If a Reservist 
is injured it is the obligation of the Fed- 
eral Government. National Guard units 
go to camp as State troops. While their 
training is for the benefit of both the 
State and the Federal Government, the 
Guard is maintained by the State for 
State functions and the Federal Govern- 
ment pays for the benefits it receives. 
The States would have to maintain the 


Guard units anyway.” 


“Oh, no, that is not always the case by 
any means.” objected General Reckord. 
“The Maryland National Guard has an 
aviation unit, for example. We certainly 
would not have it for State duties.” 

“Yes,” returned Mr. Maas, “but there 
is a fundamental distinction between the 
use of the Guard in State and Federal 
service. When the National Guard is 
called out in summer camps and drills 
they go as State troops and have the pro- 
tection of the State. They can look to 
the State for compensation if they are 
injured. If the Reservists, who we are 
trying to help here, are injured, they have 
no protection at all.” 

“Only slightly more than half of the 
States, perhaps 30 or 35 have provided 
some protection for members of the Na- 
tional Guard disabled while on duty,” 
General Reckord said, “And General, this 
is totally inadequate.” 

Representative Maas quizzed the wit- 
ness as to the National Guard Associa- 
tion’s stand on the bill, and when the 
General said that it did not oppose the 
bill as it was written but was merely 
asking the committee to amend it as sug- 
gested, pressed him to assure them that 
he and the Association would not op- 
pose the bill if the committee failed to 
include the Guard. 

“I don’t know that IT am in a position 
to bind the Association to any line of ac 
tion,” General Reckord answered, “Nor 
do I feel I should bind myself before I 
have had a chance to discuss the mat- 
ter with the legislative committee.” 

“T assure vou, General, that we are not 
against you,” declared Representative Al- 
lard Gasque, of S. C., chairman of the 
committee and author of the bill. “But 
we are anxious to see the Reserves get 
some protection. If we could get the 
President not to veto the bill, we will be 
glad to take care of you.” 

“We of the Guard believe that we can 
how reach the President and can convince 
him not te veto the bill,” General Reckord 
declared. 

Chairman Gasque asked if they could 
find out the President’s views in the near 
future and General Reckord thought he 
could have some information within a 
week, 

The committee then agreed to await 
developments on this score, before de- 
ciding on the proposed amendment, and 
called Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D. Gasser, as- 
sistant chief of staff, to be heard on the 
War Department’s stand. 

“The position of the War Department,” 
he declared, “on the question of the pen- 
Sionability of a Reservist is whether or 
hot the injury was incurred while he was 
on active duty in the service of the 
United States in accordance with compe- 
tent orders. We do not feel that any re- 
§ponsibility should be assumed by the 
Government until he has been placed un- 
der military authority by proper orders.” 

Representatives Maas and Guy J. 
Swope, of Pa., contended that when a 
Reservist voluntarily takes training with- 
out pay under proper authority he should 
© compensated if injured. 

“The distinction to be drawn, we feel, 
Should be whether or not the officer or 
man has been placed on active duty,” 
General Gasser said, “He is then given 
4 physical examination. He is subject to 





military control.” 

“Place them on active duty, then, with- 
out pay,” returned Representative Maas, 
“That is done frequently in the Naval 
Reserve and Marine Corps Reserve.” 

General Gasser said this could not be 
done in the Army without creating an 
obligation in the Government for pay. 
Some discussion followed on this point, 
with Mr. Maas declaring that he intended 
to offer an amendment to give pension- 
able status to Reservists injured while 
performing training without pay. Gen- 
eral Gasser then read a statement giving 
arguments in opposition to giving pen- 
sionable status to the National Guard 
while not in Federal service. When he 
concluded, General Reckord arose and 
took issue with a statement by General 
Gasser that the Guard was “primarily 
a State force.” The National Guard act 
of 1933, he said, prescribes that the pri- 
mary purpose of the Guard is as a Fed- 
eral reserve component and that its State 
functions are secondary. 

“If I received an order from the Presi- 
dent of the United States,” he said, “And 
a different one from my Governor, there 
is no question about which one I would 
obey. We no longer consider ourselves as 
other than a Reserve force of the Army 
of the United States and we train as 
such.” 

Capt. John A. Schofield, USNR, on duty 
in the Reserve Division, Bureau of Navi- 
gation, Navy Department, was called 
next. He read a statement opposing the 
bill on the ground that it would repeal 
existing law granting to members of the 
Naval Reserve and Marine Corps, in 
jured on active duty, the benefits of U. 
S. Employees Compensation, which he de 
clared was more advantageous than the 
pensions which would be granted by the 
bill. However, he pointed out that Naval 
Marine Corps Reservists now are not 
eligible for any compensation if injured 
while attending armory drills or if they 
become disabled from disease incurred 
on active duty. The new Naval Reserve 
bill now pending before the Bureau of 
the Budget, he said, would make Reser 
vists injured while at drills eligible for 
compensation, while the Navy Depart- 
ment opposes pensions resulting from dis- 
ease, 

Representative Maas then placed in the 
record a letter from the U. 8S. Employees 
Compensation Commission declaring that 
it was their opinion that passage of the 
Gasque bill would give Naval Reservists 
an option to receive either pension or 
compensation. Ile then asked Captain 
Schofield what would be the view of the 
Navy Department in light of this or what 
it would be if the committee amended the 
bill to make certain that such an option 
would be allowed. The Navy representa 
tive said that if this were done the De- 
partment would favor the bill except as 
to the provision for pensions for disease. 

“The Department feels,” Captain Scho 
field declares, “That such a_ provision 
would be almost impossible of applica 
tion. It would require that a physical ex 
amination be given to officers and men re 
porting for drills. This would take about 
a half hour for each man. It would re- 
quire additional medical officers. It might 
be practical for officers but not for en 
listed men. There are too many of them.” 

There were no more witnesses and 
hearings on the measure were concluded, 
with the measure and the _ several 
amendments proposed due to be consid- 
ered by the committee later in executive 


session.

(Continued from First Page) 
San Francisco May 20 and is expected to 
arrive May 28 to participate in the cere 
monies at the opening of the Golden Gate 
Bridge. Destroyers and vessels of the 
fase Force will be detached prior to ar- 
rival at San Francisco and proceed to 
their normal bases at San Diego and San 
Pedro. 

The problem will serve as a severe test 
for a number of new destroyers, sub- 
marines and airplanes completed during 
the past year. 

Unlike last year’s maneuvers when 
newspapermen were barred from “covy- 
ering” the Problem, three press associa- 
tions will be represented this year dur- 
ing the six-week-exercise.

W. D. Approves Class B Review 

With the approval of the War Depart- 
ment, a bill authorizing an Army retir- 
ing board to consider the case of Ist Lt, 
John W. Beck, USA-Ret., retired in Class 
LB in 1928, was passed by the Senate this 
week. 

The measure, 8S. 1289, provides that 
Lieutenant Beck be called before an Army 
retiring board to determine whether at 
the time of his retirement he was physie- 
ally incapacitated for service, and if so 
that he be placed on the retired list for 
physical disability. Evidence that Lieu- 
tenant Beck was suffering from a brain 
disease at time of his retirement was pre- 
sented to the War Department and to the 
Senate Military Committee, and favor- 
able action on the bill was recommended. 

The case is rather unusual in that the 
War Department has several times in 
previous congresses recommended against 
the enactment of the bill and in 1935 was 
instrumental in having the President veto 
a similiar measure passed by Congress. 
Now, however, the Secretary of War 
recommends that “it appears that the in- 
terests of both this officer and the Govy- 
ernment will best be served by his ap- 
pearance before an Army retiring board.” 


Wins CCC Honors 

Boston.-The title of being the _ best 
CCC camp in the First Corps Area, com- 
prising 126 companies, has been awarded 
to Company 1170 in the Blue Hills, Mil- 
ton, Commanded by Lt. Frederick G. E. 
Carlson, SC-V(J), USNR. The corps pen- 
nant denoting general excellency was pre 
sented to the company. 

The pennant is awarded every six 
months to the company with the best 
showing over that period. Members of 
the company were lined up in the recre- 
ation hall and Col. Pearson Monoher, 
representing Maj.

Claims Arrears of Pay 

Regarding claims presented by Mrs. 
Lennie Ada Smith, of Hampton, Va., and 
Mrs. Thomas R. Smith, of Los Angeles, 
Calif., for arrears of pay due and unpaid 
at the time of the death of Staff Sgt. 
Thomas Raymond Smith, Air Corps, a 
Laredo, Tex., the Acting Comptroller Gen- 
eral ruled this week as follows: 

Where claims for arrears of pay due and 
unpaid an enlisted man of the Army at date 
of death are presented by two parties claim- 
ing as surviving widow, and not on the basis 
of having paid the burial expenses, and there 
is shown a marriage ceremony subsequent t0 
that of either of said claimants with another 
party whose whereabouts are unknown, with- 
out a sufficient showing of prior divorce, the 
protection of the interests of the Government 
and the alleged widow not claiming requires 
denial of payment until there is presented & 
claim of a duly appointed legal representa 
tive of the decedent's estate.
